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DETAILED ACTION 

Claims 5, 7 and 8-15 are cancelled. Claims 1-4, 6 and 16 are still pending. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-4, 6 and 16 are allowed. 

Reasons for Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claims 1 and 4 are 
allowed since there is not prior art teaches a method for repairing lines defects in a flat 
panel display comprising: 

• forming an organic insulating layer to cover the intersectional region with a 
shorting defect locally, 

• cutting the branch at two regions as to sandwich the shorting defect using a laser 
beam before curing the organic insulation film. 

Claims 2-4, 6 and 16 are allowed since they depend on the allowed claims.
